JUL PER INSTRUCTIONS IN REFTEL. BARIL WAS INFORMED 
THAT THE USG WILL NOT SUPPLY ADDITIONAL APC'S FOR 
UNAMIR AT THIS TIME BUT THAT WE CONTINUE TO SUPPORT 
PROVISION OF SUCH EQUIPMENT FROM OTHER COUNTRIES. 

USG CONCERNS AS TO LOGISTICS ASSOCIATED WITH 
PROVIDING ADDITIONAL APCS AT THIS TIME, AS WELL AS 
OUR CONVICTION THAT WHEELED APCS ARE BEST SUITED FOR 
THIS MISSION WERE DISCUSSED. 


4. BARIL CONFIRMED THAT THE UN HAS CONTACTED A LARGE 
NUMBER OF OTHER COUNTRIES IN SEARCH OF APCS. AMONG 
THOSE FROM WHICH THE UN HOPED TO OBTAIN APC’S BUT 
HAVE NOT BEEN SUCCESSFUL ARE FRANCE, GERMANY, ITALY, 
CANADA, JAPAN, UKRAINE, AND RUSSIA. A NEW EFFORT IS 
BEIN G MADE TO LEASE APCS FROM CANADA. BARIL OPINED 
THATi I WOULD SEEM TO BE IN THE BEST 


POSITION TO ASSIST BUT HAVE NOT DONE SO TO DATE.
